be far from inſiſting on Typographical Mi- 
Rakes 3 and I would defire the Gentleman 
to tell us, from what Port in the World, or 
to what Port in the World, does any Ship 
go to or come from England loaden with 
Wine and Cloth, and I think 1 may afhrm, 
not to or from any one Part or Place in the- 
whole World So that this muſt be a 
Ship a coming Home from the Moon, or 
ſome Terra Incognitz of a World, where there 
isa Trade we never heard of. 

If any Man may object, that Holland or 
Hamburgh (ends us Rheniſh Wige and Cloth, 
"tis calily reply d, that all thoſe Ships bring 
a Vat iety of other things alſo, and cannot 
be ſaid to be ſo loaden ; alſo the Quantity of 
Rheniſh brought is a Trifle; and if the Ship, 
tho but a Dagger or Ho, were entire 
loaden with Cloth, the Value muſt be pro- 
digiouſly more than 12000 Livres, nay tho 
a Cypher were wanting, and it were 120000, 
which is not above 10000 J. Sterling ; fo 
that this is all a Piece of luconſiſtency, and 
either there is no ſach Ship brought 
Dunkirk, or the Writer of t 
Dunkirt is an u,jGams; of he 
News to England on purpoſe to b us, 
as if he had faid, there was an Fat di 
Ship taken Homeward bound for land 
foaden with red Herriogs. 
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The ſecond Head is a Ship from glx la 
loaden with Tobacco worth 80000 Livres ; 
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this is an improbable Value too in the other 
Extreme, Tobacco, before the Engliſh Duty 
be paid upon it, being but of very ſmall Va- 
tvs compared to the Bulk; bat I ſhall not 
iofift upon Trifles. 

The-next is yet à more miraculous Afe 
fair than the firſt, and I cannot but wonder 
a little xt its Publication; ThethirdS$hip 
taken from the Engliſh, ſay they, ne 
loaden with Rice, Wine, Tobacco and Skins, 
whence ſhe ſhould come with chat miracu- 
lous Mixture, I cannot imagine; Rice we 
have indeed from Corolina, but as to Wine 
indeed we have been promis d fine thiogs 
that way, but I have beard of no Pruduce 
yet, nor will the Merchants here make 
any Preteniions to it; from other Parts we 
may have Rice, as from India, Turkey, or 
Barbary, but then they muſt beg your Par- 
don as to Tobacco or Wine Upon the 
whole, theſe monfirous Cargoes are very 
unacg ble,- and may give us ſome
